FATALLY © SHOT — 
SEATED IN AUTO 


Policeman Frank Blazek, attached "4 
the Wabash avenue station, was found 
shortly after midnight in the station 
flivver, if Which he had been touring 
the district, in front of 4913 South 
State street, mysteriously shot in the 
head. He was taken.to the Washing- 
ton Park hospital, where he died. 

Blazek startéd from the station last 
night with his partmer, John Goraan. 
Gorman had left him an hour before 
the. shooting, having had permission to 
go home early because he had been in 
court. » 

The only information the police 
could get was: to the effect that Blazek 
had attempted to arrest a colored man 
who shot him. The statement given 
the police was that Blazek took the 
negro into custody and that the latter 
while sitting in the seat of the auto- 
mobile sudd@ly shot the policeman. 

A narcotic vial and a hypodermic 
needle were found on. the, running 
board of the car. Blazek’s revolver 
was missing. 

After shooting the policeman the 
Negro apparently beat him over the 
head, fracturing his skull. A Negro 
telephoned later to the Wabash avenue 
station that he saw a Negro shoot 
the policeman and then flee.

Week Demand 


Receding from their standpet posi- 
tion of several- weeks,’ members of 
the Plasterers’ union held a mevting 
last night in Temple hall, Van Buren 
street and Marshfield avenue, and 
agreed to rescind their demand for a 
five day working week, but voted 
unanimously to enforce their demand, 
effective May 7, for a wage boost from 
$1.50 to $1.75 an hour. . 

Another important meeting that’ ‘in- 
volves the lecal building industry was 
held by the Chicago Millwork associa- 
tion in the Old Colony club. The’mem- 
bers voted to reaffirm their original 
offer to union mill employés of $1.15 
an hour for six months and $1.20 for 
the second six month period of the 
contract.

It was also agreed te stand firm be- 
hind the association’s refusal to con- 
sider the proposal of Harry Jensen, 
president of the Cafpenter’s District 
council, ta insert a non-union restric- 
tive clause in this year’s agreement. 
Mr, Jensen’s demands also call for es- 
tablishment of a five day working 
week and a $1.25 an hour scale. 

S. F. D. Meffley, secretary of the 
Millwork association, announced he 
will notify Jensen of the action taken, 
declaring that the next move is now 
up to the carpenters. The contract be- 
tween the mill owners and carpenters 
expires on April 30, the date of the 
next. meeting of the carpenters’ district 
council.

‘diately after the murder was dis- 
covered. They were held all day, and 
‘last night it was said charges of ac- 
cessory to murder may be placed 
against them as they are obviously 
withholding information. 

One of the prisoners was Klondike 
O'Donnell, known for years as the lead- 
er of the west side beer mob lately be- 
coming of importance in Cicero. He 
is a brother of Myles O’Donnell, who 
may or may not be dead, but Kiondike 
would give not a whit of information 
that might help. 

What is known of the facts of the 
killings is this: 

McSwiggin left his home, 4946 Wash- 
ington boulevard, shortly after 7 p. m. 
Tuesday. He told his mother he was 
going to Berwyn to play cards. He 
said good-by to his father, Sergt. An- 
thony McSwiggin, veteran of the detec- 
tive bureau, who was to leave soon for 
lowa to bring back a prisoner. 

Duffy had called at the McSwiggin 
home for the young prosecutor. Duffy 
and McSwiggin had been raised in the 
same neighborhood and were friends 
for years. 

McSwiggin also knew Doherty well. 
All three were sons of policemen, all 
raised on the west side. McSwiggin 
chose law as his life work. Duffy ran 
a barber shop, a small game occasion- 
ally, and now @nd then had a barrel of 
beer on tap. Doherty became a profes- 
sional bootlegger. 


Tragedy Follows in Few Minutes. 


It is supposed Duffy and McSwig- 
gin went away in Dohefty’s Lincoln 
automobije. Sergt. McSwiggin, the be- 
reaved father, said yesterday he didn’t 
notice who was in the machine, only 
that Duffy’ was there. 

Twenty minutes later the shooting 
occurred in front of the saloon in 
Cicero. The Lincoln automobile was 
stopped and the occupants were about 
to get out of it (as the crime is now re- 
constructed) when at least three of 
them were killed. 


Duffy and Madigan were formerly 


partners, and it was considered prob- 
able the party with him agreéd to stop 
at Madigan’s for some beer. There the 
murders occurred. 

Funeral services for Mr. McSwiggin 
will be held at 9:30 o’clock Saturday 
morning from his late résidence at 
4946 Washington boulevard and from 
St. Thomas Aquinas Roman Catholic 
church, at Leamington avenue and 
Washington boulevard. Burial] will be 
in Mount Carmel cemetery.

The case of the middle west waterway system is | 
an example. It is a fact of common knowledge | 
that the development of the lakes-to-guif water-| 
way would be of tremendous benefit to the middle | 
west.

There is business 
enough for every one. There is work enough to 
keep railroads, highway transport, and waterways 
more than busy.

The lake level issue and the @iversion of 
water through the Chicago sanitary canal were 
seized upon by frantic opponents as likely herrings 
to be drawn across the main trail Washington 
has made its promises, but so far they have re 
mained promises. The middle west is still denied 
its Waterway. 

A great part of the prosperity of the middle 
west—not to mention that of the country as a 
whole—depends upon the :niddle western farmer. 
A country, in the final analysis, can le no more 
prosperous than its producing class. A prosperity 
which leaves the farmer poor is not pfosperity, 
but inflation. There have been vague indications— 
an adverse foreign trade balance, for example— 
that this may be the case with this country, Con- 
tinued warnings. from the White House and 
treasury department against overexpenditure lend 
the indications added weight.* The principal way 
in which such a possible crisis can be forestalled 
is to remedy the farmer’s troubles. It is answered 
that the farmer does not know what he Wants. He 
did not a year ago. He seems to kn very 
definitely just now. He wants to be placed on an 
equal footing with the industrialist and the urban 
worker. He wants as much protection from foreign 
competition as they enjoy through the tariff and 
the immigration act. 

One very definite thing the middle west farmer 
needs and that is a federal appropriation for bovine 
tuberculin ‘testing work and for payment for 
animals found infected and slaughtered. The 
farmer has been denied the appropriation he asked

All such-figures show that almost al! 

the mothers who survive childbirth breast 

feed until the baby is one month old, 
when the physician lets them do so. 

It is true that the heavy death rates

of age. But when we come to analyze 
we find that breast feeding is not the 
cause. Some of those very young babies 
die from inherited diseases, some from 
birth accidents, some from birth infec- 
tions (maybe these should be called birth 
accidents), and some just do not seem to 
get a good toehold on life. The newly 
born babe must get accustomed to a lot 
of things he never heard of before. His 
skin must get used to air, dryness, germs 
and dust. His lungs must get used to 
alr and germs and dirt. They never 
worked a stroke before birth. The heart 
must learn how to send blood on a new 
route at birth. The kidneys are almost 
new to their job. The stomach, intes- 
tines, and liver never worked at their 
jobs. 

The reasons why babies get into trouble 
when less than one month old are many. 
The reasons which relate to food make 
up One part, but not the most important. 
Babies less than one month old get in 


trouble not because they are breast fed 
but in spite of it. 


~~ 

The great question of breast feeding re- 
lates to babies older than one month. 
Many mothers say they do not breast 
feed because chemical analyses show 
their milk to be. poor in quality. The 
answer to that objection is that analysis 
of breast milk is of little value. The 
ordinary analysis, under the usual meth- 
od of interpretation, has done more harm 
than good. It has misled more oftem than 
otherwise. Milk taken the same 
breast may be too rich or’too watery, 
dependent upon whether it is the strip- 
pings or the first milk drawn. There 
are breast milks that do not agree with 
the babies that drink them, but such are 
few in number. This excuse for not 
breast feeding is not valid in one-tenth 
the instances when it is given.

Charles E. Hughes, former secretary of state, 
former justice of the Supreme court, former gov- 
ernor of New York, has refused to consider run- 
ning for the governorship again. If he had said 
yes, he could have had the Republican nomination. 
State leaders of his party were hoping that he 
would run in order to avert a factional fight over 
the liquor issue. 

Mr. Hughes’ refusal to see his party through 
an emergency offers a contrast to the conduct of 
Al Smith, the present governor. Smith served a 
term as governor with honor, and when he was 
defeated in 1920 by the landslide for Harding he 
retired to private life in the knowledge that, though 
defeated, he had run a million votes ahead of his 
ticket. Smith is an able executive. He left politics 
behind. He wanted to make money and he began 
to make it in the trucking business. He was on 
the way to amassing a fortune when, after only 
two years, he was drafted by his party to defeat 
Hearst, who was then threatening to dominate it. 
Smith walked away with the nomination and the 
election. 

Smith wanted to retire when his term was up, 
but again accepted the nomination, this time to 
help his party in the national election. The ‘gov- 
ernorship was no new honor to him, and he had an 
excuse for refusing to run in the fact that his 
party had failed to nominate him for the presi- 
dency. He might have sulked, but he didn't. He 
made a slashing campaign, and when the votes 
were counted he was the only man on his ticket 
who had carried the state. It was another Repub- 
lican landslide, but this time he had not gone down

CAIRO.—A man who left New Or- 
leans a week ago says that the whole 
country between Jackson, Tenn., and 
New Orleans is in arms. At every 
statibn along the road companies were 
seen drilling. They appeared destitute 
of good arms, using muskets, shot- 
guns and common rifies. The tvle- 
graph lines are in the hands of the 
secessionists and are not permitted to 
give news of the movements of troops. 
All troops except those around Fort 
Pickens are being rapidly moved north. 

HARRISBURG. — The governor's 
message recommends an appropriation 
for the raising of troops of $3,000,000 
and possibly $5,000,000. He declares 
Pennsylvania will open a route to 
Washington whether Maryland stays 
in the Union or not. No hostile force 
will be permitted to lie between the 
capital and the loyal states, he said. 
The rebellion must be crushed and the 
property seized by the rebel states 
must be retaken at every cost of treas- 
ure and bleod. 

NEW YORK.—The Herald's corre- 
spondent has it from high authority 
that Gov. Letcher of Virginia has noti- 
fied President Lincoln that no Virginia 
troops will be permitted to march on 
Washington. He says their purpose is 
only to defend the soil of Virginia 
from aggression by northern soldiers. 
The Virginia ordinance of secession, 
just published, scts the fourth Thurs- 
day of May for ratification by the peo- 
ple. The ordinance declares the con- 
stitution of the United States is no 


longer binding on the people of Vir-

GERMANY, RUSSIA

LONDON, April 28.—Tae Trievuxe 
ts able to disclose today that as the 
first fruits of the Russo-German trea- 
ty, negotiations are almost completed 
for a tripartite treaty between Rus- 
sia, Germany, and lithuania, which 
will be of the utmost importance in 
the development of interriational rela- 
tions in northern Europe. 

A glance at the map shows the im- 
portance of the new alignment. Lith- 
uania, except for a narrow corridor 
wrested from Russia by the Poles in 
1921 and enlarged later by the an- 
nexation of Vilna, provides a contin- 
uous link between Russia and Ger- 
many. Neither Lithuania nor Russia 
ever accepted the creation of this cor-

wiping out of the Danzig corridor, 
how held by thé Poles, which cut Ger- 
many in two. 

If these two changes in the map 
are accomplished, the new tripartite al- 
liance will have uninterrupted sweep 
from ‘the North sea to the Pacific, and 
the northern Baltic states, which as® 
hostile to Russia, will be isolated.

Chicago’s back porchés can’ be 
brightened up by spending a few cents 
for annual flower seeds or plants which 
are easily grown in botes. With tbe 
railing lined with boxes of petunias, 
ageratum and California poppies all 
the empty milk bottles, garbage pails, 
and waste paper baskets that clutter 
up the porch can be hidden. 

These three annuals may be started 
from .seed and all grown in the same 
box On porches opening on the south 
and west where the flowers will get 
plenty of sunshine. Experienced Chi- 
cago gardeners find that balcony blue 
petunias, blue perfection ageratum, 
and golden west Culifornia poppies, all 
standard varieties, make an ideal com- 
bination, especially where the walls of 
the house or apartment are yellow. 


ing making a wall of green foliage and 
blue blossoms, while the perfection va- 
riety of ageratum is a low growing 
plant that stands up right with its biue
